Eighteen travel agents are in the process of form- 
ing their own company’ with the object of 
cleaning up the present system of hotel book- 
ings for passengers arriving in the Colony 


from abroad. 


Within the next week the 
Hongkong Association of 
Travel Agents will have 
their own limited company 
registered with Govern- 
ment, and ready for opern- 
tion. 


Their first move will be to set 
up a hole! booking agency in the 
temporary oir {erminal ot Kai 
Tak, The office opening will 
tuke place once the new  ter- 
minal {!s completed, probably In 
early September. 


This will mean that no travel 
agent will be able to work in- 
dividually at the airport if he Is 
a member of the HATA. In this 
way, the group plan to beat the 
touts who wayloy passengers 
coming off alreraft at Kal Tak 
and take them to hotels other 
than thelr original booking. 


Temporary Office 


The layout of the temporary 
terminal, Jt 1s understood, 
should make things very diMm- 
cult for the touts, . Passengers 
coming off alreraft' will poss 
through customs and directly 
enter the main terminal halt, 
where the HATA office will be 
situated, 


Police on duty will be 
stationed near the passenger 
exits, ready to pick up anyone

The HATA also plan to make 
arrangements to collect deposits 
from passengers for hotel boal- 
ings, thus ensuring they go to 
the hotel they are booked in, 
This system Ss already in force 
In the U.K, and Europe.

been removed from the 
Vatican gallery as a 
fake. . 

“fam 99 per cent sure 
that it is on fake,” said Dr 
Deoclercio Redig de Campos, 
Brazilian - born Assixtant 
Director of the Vatican 
Museums. “All those I 
have shown it to agree with 
me,” 

The qalnting was the 
“Mystical Wedding of St 
Catherine," reproduced In count- 
lass art books as one of the best 
works of the 1%th Century 
Spanish painter. 

The “Wedding,” showing St 
Catherine, the Virgin Mary and 
the Christ child, was donated to 
Pops Pius 1X by Queen Regent 
Catherine of Spain about 100 
yonrs ago, It bs similar to an- 
othor painting by Murillo in the 
Capuchin Church of Cadiz and 
experts had never doubted that 
the replica was) by the moster 
himself. 

DISCOVERY 


But experiments during res- 
toration work showed {t was 
painted about a century after 
Murillo’s death by a man who 
obviously ik n cw Murillo’s 
technique thoroughly and was 
uncommonty gifted, 

The = startling discovery 
came when Redig de Campos 
ordered a cleansing of the 
palnting to restore colours: to 
thelr orlginal brilllancy. 
Treatment/ with mixture of 

wicohol and turpentine showed 
the painting wag done with a 
suspicious “varnish — technique" 
generally used by fnkers to pro- 
duce cracks in the paint that 
male a worl look older. 

“What was more, experts found 
traces of another painting on 
the canvas under the “Wedding 
of St Catherine.” 


100 YEARS AFTER 


Careful tests showed — the 
“Wedding” hnd been painted 
over .. landscape scene. The 
style indicated {hat ltandscope 
dated back to the end of the 
17th century ond chemical testa 
showed it “had been exposed to 
the air for about 100 years 
bofore It was painted over. 

This placed the “Wedding” 
in the late 18th Century, or 
some 100 years after Murillo 
dicd in 1682, 

Experts sald they had no cluc 
to whom its true author was. 
They sald his technique was un- 
commonly good and his imitation 
of Murilio's style was excellent.
